It is an individual organization 
functioning individually in every 


respect, except that in some 
cases of charitable work their 
duties dove-tail. 


As far as could be learned this 
drive for funds for tuberculosis 
preventitive work is never com- 
bined with the community chest 
in any city, but relics solely 
On the-sale of seals at Christ- 
mas time. The organization did 
not combine with the Richmond 
Community chest here, according 
to officials of both organizations 

Twenty-five precent of the 
gross proceeds of the sale of 
the seals go to the California 
Tuberculosis association and the 
balance stays right here {n this 
county to be devoted to preven- 
titive work. 

The proceeds of the sale of 
the seals go entirely toward 
the fight against tuberculosis. 
The local committee making the 
sales here works under the con- 


trol of the California and Na-

to 60 under-nourished children 
have had, each year, six weeks 
of mental, moral and_ physical 
sunshine, which has aded won- 
derfully to their well-being.

152~The 
battle of booze ‘in Congress, which 
bids fair to become # crusade for 
beer and light wines bogan in the 
Senate today as the wet forces 
delivefed their first broatiside 
against the 18th amendment and 
the Volstead Act.

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_ WEATHER PROPHETS 


It is ‘generally admitted that the weather up to pres- 
ent this year is very unusual for most parts of the 
country, and weather prophets over the country are 
now coming forward with all sorts of predictions for 
the winter. . 

In spite of the fact that Washington is the offi- 
cial home of the United States Weather Buseau, 
there are 4 lot of amateur prognosticators, many of 
whom frown on the official weather forecasts. 

Near tthe center of the business district in Wash- 
ington is the noted Center: Market where farmers from! 
nearby Maryland and Virginia sections come to dis- 
pose of their products to the city consumers. Among 
these farmers are a number of amateur weather pro- 
phets and ‘they are predicting that, despite the pe- 
culiar weather, this is going to be a mild winter for 
the United States. They base their predictions on 
the activities of the squirrels and the thin corn husks. 
One of them, who is a sharp eyed Virginian farmer 
oiced the general opinion to a newspaperman the 
other day as follows: __. 

“Yes, I realize that nearly every one is: pre- 
dicting a hard winter, but that may be due to the 
coal strike. | 

‘Fact is, the winter is going to be mild. I 
grant you that the weather. man can tell when 
a storm is coming and he doesn’t often miss. 
But there are certain natural signs which if ob-: 
served will beat the weather man all hollow in 
telling us what kind of a winter we are going 
to have,” said the Virginian farmer 

“Squirrels and other animals I have noticed 
that lay in winter supplies are not very busy 

: putting anything in this fall. I have noticed ioo 
in shucking corn very often that the squirrels were 
very busy laying in corn and nuts. Now they 
pass by the cern piles and stop only long enough 


‘ “Another sign is the thin husk on the corn— 
very thin and just like last year. Then, again, | 
++ take the thickness of the coat on the horses. My 
horses have not yet begun to grow their winter 
coats, and their hair is almost as thin as in mid- 
summer.”

Set Down in Glittering Gotham | 


HERE fs a saying that all 
the world, at some time or 
other, comes to Broadway. 

This may not be literally 
true, but certain it is that- 
this great American thoroughfare 
is one of the most cosmopolitan in 
the world. The whole world knows 

Broadway and Broadway has a 

rather intimate acquaintance even 

with some of the world’s farthest 
corners, 


When the New Coral Gables 
building, just off Broadway on For- 
ty-second street, was completed, 
New York was frankly puzzled for 
a brief period.

Spain Comes to Broadway 


For that is the architectural mo- 
tif of the structure that is now the 
Coral Gables building. Originally 
and for many years it was known 
to New Yorkers as the Rand buijd- 
ing. There wag nothing particular- 
ly outstanding about it. It was 
just one of the typical New York 
buildings of that particular section 
of the city,
